HE TOLO OF RIGHTS OF WOMEN 


D. Sangree Lamm Addressed Nehem 
gar Club at High School. 


Attorney D. Sangree Lamm made 


a very interesting address Thursda\ 
evening at the High school building 
before 
the 
Nehemgar club, and al­ 
though his talk was not on suffrage, 
he told of the rights of women to a 
large attendance of the members of 
the club. 
Women are favored over men, the 
speaker said, in 
many 
things. 
He 
cited that a husband, be he rich or 
poor, is bound to support his wife: 
but 
even 
if in comfortable circum­ 
stances, and with money at her com­ 
mand, the wife need not contribute to 
her husband’s support unless she so 
desires. 
The husband can frequently 
be held liable for her wrong doings, 
but she can not be held, oftentimes, 
for his errors. 
Woman has the right of alimony in 
the courts, no m atter who is at fault 
oftentimes; but there is no case,of a 
man obtaining alimony in the courts 
of Missouri. 
He mentioned one case 
in which alimony in the sum of $250, 
OuO was allowed. 
A great many laws enacted in re­ 
cent years give women practically the 
same legal rights as men; and while 
stating that he wTas not talking on or 
advocating suffrage, he believed the 
trend of events would lead ultimately 
to the freedom of the ballot for wo­ 
men.

The Kansas

Journal, 
while 


perhaps as uncompromising a repub­ 
lican newspaper as is printed, som e­ 
tim es in fairness forgets its partisan 
view point and says a few words fa­ 
vorable to democratic policies, espec­ 
ially if at the same time it can get in 
a lick on 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, who 
seem s to be its particular bete noir. 
A recent instance furnishes 
an ex­ 
ample in point, and is given here, not 
because of its attack on the former 
president, but because \ t is such a 
frank approval, 
although indirectly, 
of the acts of President Wilson, and 
from such a source is high praise, in 
deed. The Journal says: 
In a letter to Mr. Samuel T. Dut­ 
ton, secretary of the American com ­ 
m ittee for Armenian and Syrian re­ 
lief, Colonel 
Roosevelt 
takes occa­ 
sion to arraign the Wilson adminis­ 
tration in unmeasured terms for its 
“shirking of responsibility,” its “lark 
of influence for justice and peace,” 
and for 
Ute 
“abandonment 
of its 
duty” in respect to the sufferings of 
the innocent victims of the European 
war. The letter 
is 
long and fairly 
bristles with 
condemnation 
of 
the 
president for not 
doing 
the things 
Roosevelt 
thinks 
he 
should 
have 
done. The Colonel says: “It was an­ 
nounced the 
other 
day 
bv certain 
politicians 
interested 
in 
securing 
votes that at the end of this war this 
government would ‘insist’ on Russia 
and Roumania 
doing 
justice to all 
Jews. 
The 
conduct of this govern 
m ent during the war and its utter Te- 
fusal to back words with deeds has 
made it utterly unable to ‘insist* on 
anything of the kind.” 
Here is another paragraph in Colo­ 
nel R oosevelt’s 
indictment 
of 
the 
W ilson administration: “The crown­ 
ing outrage has been 
committed bv 
the Turks on the Armenians. 
It is 
dreadful to think that 
these things 
can be done, 
and 
that 
this nation 
nevertheless, 
remains 
‘neutral, 
not 
only in deed, but in thought,’ between 
right and the most hideous wrong ” 
It is possible to infer only one thing 
from this 
Roosevelt 
outburst, and 
that is that the United States should 
have plunged into this war to “right 
the wrongs” of tile oppressed in Eu­ 
rope. There is no hint of what such 
a colossal 
undertaking 
would have 
meant for a nation such as ours that 
has an inadequate 
navy, practically 
no army and little skill in v ar. Nor 
is there anything said 
of the thou­ 
sands of American lives that would 
necessarily be 
sacrificed, 
with the 
resulting sorrows of other thousands 
of American 
fathers 
and 
mothers. 
N or is there reference to the serious 
possibilities to this country of engag­ 
ing in a struggle that would mean so 
much to the civilization and well be­ 
ing of the nations already engaged in 
it.

Experts Deem It Necessary to Have a 
Mobile Army of 1,500,000 Fully 
or Partially Trained Men 
to Defend Country.

Garrison made public today in con­ 


nection with his annual 
report 
the 


special national defense 
report 
pre­ 
pared at his request by the war col­ 
lege division of the general staff. 
It 
shows that tile army itself considers 
that as a proper military policy to se­ 
cure Continental United States from 
attack it is necessary to have a mo­ 
bile of 1,500,000 fully 
or 
partially 
trained men. 
It makes the following 
specific recommendations for the or­ 
ganization it believes necessary: 
Regular army:

lishment the report figures as follows 
for the first year:

In addition to these figures, Secre­ 
tary Garrison points out in a digest of 
the special report, an annual expense 
of $20,000,000 for each of four years 
would 
be 
necessary for harbor de­ 
fenses and reserve 
material 
would 
cost for the first year alone $129,768,- 
786, making the grand total for the 
first year $503,228,786. 
It was the cost of the war college 
plan winch led Secretary Garrison to 
devise the modified plan, which has 
been presented to congress with the 
backing of the administration. Under 
that plan the first year’s expenditure 
would be $182,717,036, and a force of 
regulars, militiamen and continentals 
of 670,843 would be produced within 
three years which would 
be 
more 
than doubled by including 
the 
re­ 
serves of each branch which would be 
created within the first six-year con­ 
tinental enlistment period . The an­ 
nual upkeep cost of the war college 
plan after the system is in full oper­ 
ation is estimated as $219,473,000 as 
against $182,234,559 for the adminis­ 
tration plan. 
Secretary 
Garrison’s 
statement 
shows that the war college has been 
asked to renew its consideration of 
the subject in order that certain of 
its 
estim ates 
may 
be 
more 
fully 
worked out. 
The report opens with a considera­ 
tion of the military problem confront­ 
ing the United States, from which it 
reaches the conclusion that “the safe­ 
guard of isolation no longer exists,” 
since “the oceans, once barriers, are 
now easy avenues of approach by rea­ 
son of the number, speed and carrying 
capacity of ocean-going vessels.” 
It 
declares that the successful outcome 
of the wars in which the country has 
been engaged has given the public a 
wrong impression, inasmuch as care­ 
ful study of these wars reveals “a 
startling picture of faulty leadership, 
needless waste of lives and property, 
costly overhead charges augmented by 
payment of bounties to keep up vol­ 
untary enlistments, undue prolonga­ 
tion of all these wars 
and 
finally, 
reckless expenditure of public funds 
for continuing pensions.” 
“But v'e have learned our lesson,” 
the report adds. 
“It has never been 
driven home by the bitterness of de­ 
feat. 
We have never known a Jena 
or Sedan.” 
Turning to 
“our 
abiding national 
policies,” the board 
finds 
these to 
the Monroe doctrine and the policy 
of 
avoiding 
“entangling allian ces” 
To maintain these, it says, a co-ordi­ 
nated policy of land and sea defense 
must be evolved. 
The report contains a table of the 
military strength of the seven lead­ 
ing foreign powers 
as 
of 
August, 
1914, and 
also 
an 
estim ate of the 
available shipping for 
a military ex­ 
pedition to the United States. It sa y s 
a “reasonable estim ate” shows that 
Austria-Hungary, with a total trained 


force of 4,220,000 
men, 
could 
send 


180.000 men with all necessary stores 


and animals across the 
seas in 40.7 


days 
in 
two 
expeditions; 
France. 
with 5,000,000 men, 
404,226 
in 
GO 
days; Germany, with 
5,000,000 men, 
827.000 in 30.8 days; 
Great Britain, 
with 695,000 men. 170,000 in 27 days* 
Italy, with 2,600,000 mon, 
227,000 in 
25 days; Japan, with 
2,212,000 men, 
238,267 in 41 days, and Russia, with 
5,000,000 men, 104,070 in 40 days. 
The quality of 
these 
troops, with 
the exception of the Japanese, 
wito 
proved themselves 
in 
the 
Russian 
war, is now being tested, the report 
declares, and finds that the result is 
to show' “an 
example 
of resultant 
efficiency of any nation that has de­ 
veloped a sound military policy, the 
soundest policy being the one which 
insures a successful 
termination of 
the war in the shortest time.” 
Presenting the military problem of 
the country, the report continues: 
“Without superiority on the sea or 
an adequate land force there is notli- 
ing to prevent any hostile powrer or 
coalition of powers from landing on 
our shores such part 
of 
its trained 
and disciplined troops as its available 
transports can carry. 
The 
time re­ 
quired is 
limited 
by 
the 
average 
speed of its vessels 
and 
the delay 
necessarily consumed 
in embarking 
and disembarking.” 
The report then makes this state­ 
ment of tile military problem: 
“From what has been 
stated, we 
are forced to the conclusion that we 
must be prepared to resist a combin- 
od land and sea operation of formida­ 
ble 
strength. 
Our 
principal 
const 
cities and important harbors have al­ 
ready been protected by harbor de­ 
fenses which, 
by 
passive methods 
alone, can deny to the enemy the use 
of these localities as bases for such 
expedit ions. 
“The enemy being unable t > gain a 
foothold in any 
of 
these 
fortified 
areas by direct 
naval 
attack 
will 
therefore be forced to find some suit­ 
able place on the coast 
from which 
land operations 
can 
be 
conducted 
both against 
the 
important 
coast 
cities and the rich 
commercial cen­ 
ters in the interior. 
Long stretches 
of coast line between 
the 
fortified 
places lie open to the enemy. 
The 
only reasonable way in which these 
localities can he defended is by pro­ 
viding a mobile land 
force 
of suffi­ 
cient strength, so located that it may 
be thrown at any threatened point at 
the proper time. 
“It has just been showm 
that the 
strength of the^e expeditions might 
be, as well as the time 
required for 
any one of them to develop its whole 
effective force, Hence it can be seen 
when we take into consideration the 
possible two months* delay provided 
by tile navy, that our system should 
be able to furnish 500,000 trained and 
organized mobile troops at the out­ 
break of tim war, and to have at least 
500,<K)0 more availabe within 90 days 
thereafter. Here, however, it must be 
pointed 
out 
that 
two 
expeditions 
alone will provide 
a 
force sufficient. 
to cope with 
our 
1,000,000 
mobile 
troops, and consequently we must at 
the outbreak 
of 
hostilities provide 
the system to m ise and train in addi­ 
tion at least 500,000 
troops 
to re­ 
place tile losses and wastage in per­ 
sonnel incident to war.” 
In its 
recommendations 
for 
the 
regular army the report contemplates 
a mobile force of 121,000 men with 
the colors 
in 
continental 
United 
States, 27,000 coast artillery, with re­ 
serves to bring the corps up to 60,- 
000; one reinforced 
division 
in the 
Philippines, one division in the Ha­ 
waiian Islands and one in Panama. 
Of the Philippine garrison it says 
the policy of holding the group is a 
national not a military one, but that 
it must be remembered that unless 
the navy holds 
absolute 
control of 
the sear, no additional troops can be 
sent there at need. 
The 
defense of 
the Pearl Harbor naval base can be 
accomplished 
properly, 
the 
report 
continues, only by adding a mobile 
force to the 
garrison 
to 
meet at­ 
tempts at landing, and a similar sit­ 
uation exists in 
the 
Panama 
canal 
zone, and the situation of the Guan­ 
tanamo naval station, of Porto Rico 
and Alaska are also pointed out as 
requiring 
permanent 
army 
garri­ 
sons. 
The report reviews the situation in 
continental United States 
to 
show 
that because 
of 
geographical condi­ 
tions mobile forces 
must 
be main­ 
tained in each of the 
Puget Sound 
California, Atlantic and middle west 
areas. 
The first three are described 
as the “critical areas.” Puget Sound 
should have, it is stated, one divis­ 
ion of troops, less the divisional cav­ 
alry, and a brigade 
of 
three regi­ 
ments of cavalry; California and the 
North Atlantic 
states, 
one division 
and a brigade of cavalry 
each; the 
middle west a division, less its caval­ 
ry. Two brigades of cavalry are as­ 
signed to the Mexican border. 
Under this distribution there would 
be 82,000 regulars of all arms on over 
seas service, and 148,000 in the Unit­ 
ed States, or a total standing armv 
with the colors of 230,000 
men and 
officers. Adding non-combatant forces 
necessary, a grand total of 281,000 is 
reached for the standing army.

It can be stated right here that the 
Missouri farmers are supplying thoP 
share of hogs, cattle 
and 
sheep to 
the huge packing plants of The coun­ 
try, which have orders to continually 
supply the various warring countries 
with millions of pounds of beef, pork, 
veal and mutton. 
Regardless of tile terrific 1915 Eu­ 
ropean demand for American horses, 
their average value for both years on 
I he day in question was estimated a1 
$109 n head, hut milk cows 
went up 
from $55.90 a head to $57.70. 
Tile selling price of hogs, per hun­ 
dred pounds, advanced from $7.20 to 
$7.20. On the other hand, 
beef cattle 
went down from $0.90 
per one hun­ 
dred pounds to $0.80. 
This decrease in the price of meat 
was more than made up by the wort Ii 
of veal calves, the value of one hun 
dred pounds advancing from $7.20 to 
$7.90. 
Sheep went up, per 
one 
hundred 
pounds, from $4.30 to $5.00, and lamt 
per x>ne 
hundred 
pounds increased 
from $0.10 to $6.90. There was also a 
rise In the value 
of unwashed w'oo* 
from 19 cents to 20 cents a pound. 
The large apple crop of 1915 caused 
the worth of this Missouri product t<

ly blessed, went up from 90 cents a 
bushel to $1.05. Pears sold lower Ort

down from 94 cents to 90 cents. 
Cabbage prices per hundred pounds 
decreased from $1.80 to $1.50. 
Thf 
same can be said of onions, the price 
per bushel decreasing from $1.25 to 
90 cents. Tomatoes went up 
from 7 
cents a bushel to 80 cents. 
While Missouri is not a large cot 
ton producing state, the cotton 
sect 
produced here in 1915 was worth $28 
per ton on Oct. 15, last, as com pa ret 
to $18 the same day a year ago. Dry 
beans advanced from $2.85 
to $2.90 
and timothy hay from 
$8.50 in 1014 
to $9.10 in 1915, but clover 
hay de 
creased from $13.20 to $8.50, 
alfalfa 
from $15 to $10.40 
and 
prairie hay 
from $11 to $7.20. 
On Oct. 15, 1914 
blan sold at $24.40 per ton, but it wa 
down to $23.40 on the

day in 
1915. Cotton seed meal sold 
for $28 
per ton in 1914, but had advanced to 
$30 per ton on the same day in 1911 
As to cereals, corn was

The sharpest advance for Missouri 
in all staples w as shown in the price 
of cotton, when a comparison is made 
for the two years. On Nov. I, 1914, 
the wort Ii to the producer was only 
6.2 cents a pound, hut a year later. 
Nov. I, 1915, saw it reach the worth 
of 11.8 cents. 
The return of cotton 
to the value 
per pound it brought before the war 
is explained bv the fact

orders, but also those which are pour­ 
ing in from Europe.

president’s speech would not he given 
out, as they regard it as a vigorous 
campaign argum ent. 
At the1 outset the president said he 
wanted the m em bers to feel they we're 
ap art of a big family, of which he 
was a member.

campaign argum ent other

T here were differences of opinion 
am ong m em bers of the committee aa 
to w hether the president indicated a 
willingness to accept the nomination 
a t the St. Louis convention. All came 
away, however, w ith the idea deeply 
rooted that lie would not decline a 
second term. 
“H e did not speak like a man who 
intended to quit public life,” said one. 
“On the contrary, he talked like the 
leader of the party, frankly expressed 
his own views anil 
asked 
for 
the 
views of others. He indicated interest 
in political conditions everywhere and 
sought 
to 
learn if the republicans 
were advancing any other issue than 
the moss-covered tariff bugaboo. 
lie 
modestly 
refrained from self­ 
laudation, but unhesitatingly and un­ 
grudgingly praised congress and his 
associates in the adm inistration for 
their p art in m aking the record upon 
w hich the party will go before the 
people next year. 
He seemed genu­ 
inely pleased we had accepted his in­ 
vitation and expressed the hope we 
would pay him m any return visits.

o l l o w in g is the message of 
President Wilson delivered at a 
joint session of the senate and 
house at tho beginning of the 
Sixty-fourth congress: 
Gentlemen of the Congress—Since I 
last had the privilege of addressing 
you on the state of the Union the war 
of nations on the other side of the sea, 
which had then only begun to disclose 
Its j>orteutous proportions, has extend­ 
ed its threatening and sinister scope 
until it has swept within its flame 
some portion of every quarter of the 
globe, not excepting our own hemi­ 
sphere, has altered tho whole face of 
International affairs, and now presents 
a i»rospect of reorganization and re­ 
construction such as statesmen aud 
peoples have never been called upon 
to attempt before. 
We have stood apart, studiously neu­ 
tral. 
It was our manifest duty to do 
so. Not only did we have no part or 
interest in tho policies which seem to 
•have brought tho conflict on; it was 
necessary, if a universal catastrophe 
was to be avoided, that a limit should 
be set to the sweep of destructive war 
and that some part of the great fam ­ 
ily of nations should keep the process­ 
es of peace alive, lf only to prevent 
collective economic ruin and the break­ 
down throughout the world of the in­ 
dustries by which its populations are 
fed and sustained. 
It was manifestly 
the duty of the self governed nations 
of this hemisphere to redress, if possi­ 
ble, the balance of economic loss and 
confusion In the other, if they could 
do nothing more. 
In the day of read­ 
justment and recuperation we earnest­ 
ly hope and believe that they can be 
of infinite service. 
In this neutrality, to which they 
■were bidden not only by their sep­ 
arate life and their habitual detach­ 
ment from tile politics of Europe, but 
also by a clear perception of interna­ 
tional duty, the state's of America have 
become conscious of a new and more 
vital community of interest aud moral 
partnership in affairs, more clearly 
conscious of the many common sympa­ 
thies and interests nnd duties which 
bid them stand together. 
There was a tim e in the early days 
of our own great nation and of the re­ 
publics fighting their way to independ­ 
ence in Central and South America 
when the government of the United 
States looked upon itself as iii some 
sort the guardian of the republics to 
the south of her as against any en­ 
croachments or efforts at political con­ 
trol from the other side of the water; 
felt it its duty to play tho part even 
without invitation from them, nnd I 
think that ive can claim that the task 
was undertaken w ith a true and disin­ 
terest ch! enthusiasm for the freedom 
of the Americas and the unmolested 
self government of her independent 
peoples. But it was always difficult to 
maintain such a role without offense 
to the pride of the peoples whose free­ 
dom of action we sough I to protect 
and without provoking serious mis­ 
conceptions of our motives, nnd every 
thoughtful man of affairs must wel­ 
come the altered circumstances of the 
new day iii whose light we now stand, 
when there is no claim of guardian­ 
ship or thought of wards, but Instead 
a full and honorable association as of 
partners between ourselves aud our 
neighbors in the interest of all Amer­ 
ica. north and south. 
Our concern for 
the independence and prosperity of the 
states of Central and South America 
is not altered. We retain unabated the 
spirit that has inspired us throughout 
the whole life of our government and 
which was so frankly put into words 
by President Monroe. 
Me still mean 
always to make a common cause ot 
national independence and of political 
liberty in America. 
But that purpose 
Is now better understood so far a* it 
concerns ourselves. It is known not to 
be a selfish purpos0* 
is known to 
have in it no thought of taking a d ian­ 
lage of auv government in this hemi­ 
sphere or playing its political fortunes 
for our own benefit- 
All the go\ern- 
meuts of America stand, so far as we 
are concerned, upon a footing of genu­ 
ine equality and unquestioned inde­ 
pendence. 
We have been put to the test in the 
case of Mexico, and we have stood the 
test Whether we have benefited Mex­ 
ico by the course we have pursued re­ 
lict ins to lie seen. 
Her fortunes ore in 
b<T own banda. But we have at least 
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President Wilson Reading Message 
to Congress. 


f.ruvoTT'Tliat W e will not take’ advan­ 
tage of her in her distress and under­ 
take to impose upon lier an order arid 
government of our own choosing. Lib­ 
erty is often a fierce and intractable 
thing, to which no bounds can be set 
and to which no bounds of a few 
men's choosing ought ever to be set 
Every American who has drunk at 
tile true fountains of principle and tra­ 
dition must subsoiling without reson a­ 
tion to the high doctrine of the Vir­ 
ginia bill of rights, which in the great 
days in which our government was set 
up was everywhere among us accept­ 
ed as the creed of free men. That doc­ 
trine is, “That government is or ought 
to be instituted for the common bene­ 
fit, protection and security of the peo­ 
ple, nation or community;” that “of 
all the various modes and forms of 
government, that is the best which is 
capable of producing the greatest de­ 
gree of happiness and safety and is 
most effectually secured against the 
danger of maladministration, nnd that 
when any government shall be found 
Inadequate or contrary to these pur­ 
poses a majority of the community 
hath an indubitable, inalienable and 
indefeasible right to reform, alter or 
abolish it in such manner as shall be 
judged most conducive to the public 
weal.” 
We have unhesitatingly ap­ 
plied that heroic principle to the case 
of Mexico and now’ hopefully await 
the rebirth of the troubled republic, 
which had so much of which to purge 
itself and so little sympathy from any 
outride quarter In the radical but nec­ 
essary process. 
We will aid and be­ 
friend Mexico, but w*e will not coerce 
her, nnd our course with regard to her 
ought to be sufficient proof to all Amer­ 
ica that we seek no political suzerainty 
or selfish control. 


PAN-AMERICANISM HAS 
NONE OF EMPIRE’S SP!RIT.

The moral is that the states of Amer­ 
ica are not hostile rivals, but co-op- 
erating friends, aud that their grow’- 
ing sense of community of interest, 
alike iii m atters political aud iii mat­ 
ters economic, is likely to give them a 
new significance us factors iii interna­ 
tional affairs and in the political his­ 
tory of the world. It presents them as 
iii a very deep and true sense a unit 
in world affairs, spiritual partners, 
standing together because thinking to­ 
gether, quick with common sympathies 
and common ideals.

fTe" republics o f'th e two <*diit inerts 
which nature and 
politicos fortune 
have so intimately linked together. 
I 
earnestly recommend to your perusal 
the reports of their r«*oceeding£ and of 
the actions of their comm ft tees. 
You 
will got from them, I think, a fresh 
conception of the eaF*e»nnd intelligence 
and advantage with which Americans 
of both continents may draw together 
in practical co-operation and of what 
the material foundations of ibis hope­ 
ful partnership of interest must con­ 
sist—of how we should build them nnd 
of how’ necessary it Is tiiat we suould 
hasten their building. 
There is, I venture*to point out, an 
especial significance just nowT attach­ 
ing to this whole inaitter of drawing 
the Americas together in bonds of hon­ 
orable partnership aud mutual advan­ 
tage because of the economic readjust­ 
ments which the world.must inevitably 
witness withiu the next generation, 
when peace shall have at last resumed 
its healthful tasks. 
Th the perform­ 
ance of these tasks I believe the Amer­ 
icas to be destined to play their parts 
together. 
I am interested to fix your 
attention on this prospect now because 
unless you take it within your view 
and permit the full significance of it to 
i command your thought I cannot find 
I the right light in which to set forth 


j the particular m atter that lies at the 
• very front of my wijole thought as I 
address you today. 
I mean national 
defense. 
No one w ho really‘comprehends the 
spirit of the great people for whom we 
are appointed to speak: can fail to per­ 
ceive that their passion is for peace, 
their genius best displayed in the prac­ 
tice of the arts of peace. Great democ­ 
racies are not belligerent They do not 
seek or desire war. 
Their thought is 
of individual liberty and of the free 
labor that supports life and the un­ 
censored thought that quickens it 
Conquest aud dominion are not in our 
reckoning or agreeable to our princi­ 
ples. But just because we demand un­ 
molested development and the undis­ 
turbed government of our own lives 
upon our own principles of right and 
liberty, 
we resent, 
from whatever 
quarter it may come, the aggression we 
ourselves will not practice. We insist 
upon security in prosecuting our self 
chosen lines of national development. 
We do more than that. We demand it 
also for others. We do not confine our 
enthusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the Inci­ 
dents and movements of affairs which 
affect only ourselves. We feel it wher­ 
ever there is a people that tries to w’alk 
in these difficult paths of Independence 
and right 
From the first we have 
made 'common cause with all partisans 
of liberty on this side the sea aud have 
deemed it as important that our neigh­ 
bors should be free from all outside 
domination as that we ourselves should 
be; have set America aside as a whole 
for the uses of Independent nations and 
political freemen. 
Out of such thoughts grow all our 
policies. 
We regard war merely as a 
means of asserting the rights of a peo­ 
ple against aggression. 
And we are 
as fiercely jealous of coercive or dicta­ 
torial power within our own nation 
as of aggression from without. 
\Y e 
will not maintain a standing army ex­ 
cept for uses which are as necessary 
in times of i>eaee as In times of war. 
and we shall always see to it that our 
military peace establishment is no 
larger than is actually and continuous­ 
ly needed for the uses of days in w hich 
no enemies move against us. 
But we 
do believe in a body of free citizens 
ready and sufficient to take care of 
themselves and of the governments 
which they have set up to serve them. 
In our constitutions themselves we 
have commanded that “the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shall 
uot be Infringed,” and our confidence 
has been that our safety in times of 
danger would lie iii the rising of the 
nation to take care of itself, as the 
farmers rose at Lexington.

FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE.

a> do when the summons comes to 
render themselves immediately avail­ 
able and immediately effective. 
And 
the government must be their sonant 
in this matter, must supply them with 
the training they need to take care of 
themselves and of it 
The military 
ann of their government which they 
will not allow to direct them, they may 
properly use to serve them and make 
their independence secure, and not 
their own independence merely, but 
the rights also of those with whom 
they have made common cause, should 
they also be put in jeopardy. 
They 
must be fitted to play the great role 
in the world, and particularly in this 
hemisphere, for which they are quali­ 
fied by principle and by chastened am­ 
bition to play. 
It is with these ideals in mind that 
J tnc plans of the department of war for 
j more adequate national defense were 
conceived which will be laid before 
you, and which I urge you to sanction 
and put into effect as soon as they can 
be properly scrutinized and discussed. 
They seem to me tile essential first 
steps, and they seem to me for the 
present sufficient 
They contemplate an increase of the 
standing force of the regular army 
from its present strength of 5,023 offi­ 
cers and 102,985 enlisted men of all 
services to a strength of 7,130 officers 
and 134,707 enlisted men, or 141.843 
all told, all services, rank and tile, by 
the addition of fifty-two companies of 
coast artillery, fifteen companies of en­ 
gineers, ten regiments of infantry, four 
regiments of field artillery and four 
aero squadrons, besides 750 officers re­ 
quired for a great variety of extra 
service, especially the all important 
duty of training toe citizen force of 
which I shall presently speak, 792 non­ 
commissioned officers fur service in 
drill, recruiting anil the like and the 
necessary quota of enlisted men for 
the quartermaster corps, the hospital 
corps, the ordnance department and 
other similar auxiliary services. These 
are the additions ifecessary to render 
the army 
ties, dut 
not only upon our own continental 
coasts aud borders and at our interior 
army posts, but also in the Philippines. 
iii the Hawaiian Islands, at the isth­ 
mus and in Porto Hi<*o. 
By way of making the country ready 
to assert some part of its real power 
promptly and upon a larger scale 
should occasion arise the plan also 
contemplates supplementing the army 
by a force of 400,000 disciplined citi­ 
zens, raised in increments of 133,000 a 
year throughout a| period of three 
years. This it is proposed to do by a 
process of enlistment under which the 
serviceable men of the country would 
be asked to bind themselves to serve 
with the colors for purposes of train 
ing for short i>eriods throughout three 
years and to come to the colors at call 
at any time throughout an additional 
“furlough” period of three years. This 
force of 400,000 men would be pro­ 
vided with personal accouterments as 
fast as enlisted and their equipment 
for the field made ready to be supplied 
at any time. 
They would be assem­ 
bled for training at stated intervals at 
convenient places in association with 
suitable units of the regular army. 
Their period of annual training would 
not necessarily exceed tw’o months In 
the year. 
It would depend upon the patriotic 
feeling of tile younger men of the 
country whether they responded to 
such a call to service or not 
It 
would depend upon the patriotic spirit 
of the employers of the country wheth­ 
er they made it possible for the young­ 
er men in their employ to respond un­ 
der favorable conditions or nob 
I for 
one do not doubt the patriotic devotion 
either of our young men or of those 
who give them employment—those for 
whose benefit and protection they 
would in fact enlist 
I would look 
forward to the success of such an ex­ 
periment with entire confidence. 
At least so much by way of prepara­ 
tion for defense seems to me to be ab­ 
solutely imperative now. 
We cannot 
do less.

repair ship. It is proposed that of this 
number we shall the first year provide 
for the construction of two battleships, 
two battle cruisers, throe scout cruisers, 
fifteen destroyers, five fleet submarines, 
twenty-five coast submarines, tw’o gun­ 
boats and one hospital ship; the second 
year two battleships, one scout cruiser, 
ten destroyers, four fleet submarines, 
fifteen coast submarines, one gunboat 
and ope fuel oil ship; the third year 
two battleships, one battle cruiser, two 
scout cruisers, five destroyers, two fleet 
submarines and fifteen coast subma­ 
rines; the fourth year two battleships, 
two battle cruisers, two scout cruisers, 
ton destroyers, two fleet submarines, 
fifteen coast submarines, one ammuni­ 
tion ship and one fuel oil ship, and j 
tin* fifth year two battleships, one bat­ 
tle cruiser, two scout cruisers, ten de­ 
stroyers, two fleet submarines, fifteen 
const submarines, one gunboat, one am­ 
munition ship and one repair ship. 
The secretary of the navy is asking j 
also for tho Immediate addition to the 
personnel of the navy of 7,500 sailors.

This increase would be suffi­ 
cient to care for the ships which are 
to be completed within the fiscal year 
1917 and also for the number of men 
which must be put Iii training to man 
the ships which will be completed 
early in 1918.

The program which will be laid l>e- 
fore you by the secretary of the navy 
is similarly conceived. It involves only 
a shortening of the time within which 
plans long matured shall be carried 
out but it does make definite and ex­ 
plicit a program which has heretofore 
been only implicit, held in the minds of 
the committees on naval affairs and 
disclosed in tke debate* of the two 
houses, but nowhere formulated or for­ 
mally adopted. 
It seems to me very 
clear that it will be to the advantage 
of the country for the congress to adopt 
:i comprehensive plan for putting the 
uayy upon a final footing of strength 
and efficiency and to press that plan 
to completion within the next five 
years. We have always looked to the 
navy of the country as our first and 
chief line of defense; we have always 
seem it to be our manifest course of 
prudence to be strong on the seas. 
Year by year we have been creating a 
navy which now* ranks very high in­ 
deed among the navies of the maritime 
nations. We should now definitely de­ 
termine how we shall complete what 
we have begun and how soon. 
The program to be laid before you 
cont endplates the ^on^nictioq . V-Uto 


United States Should Be Its Own C a r ­ 
rier on the Seas. 
If this full program should be carried 
out we should have built or building in 
1921, according to the estimates of sur­ 
vival and standards of classification 
followed by the general board of the 
department, an effective navy consist­ 
ing of 27 battleships of the first line, 0 
battle cruisers, 25 battleships of the 
second line, IO armored cruisers, 13 
scout cruisers, 5 first class cruisers, 3 
second class cruisers, IO third class 
cruisers, 108 destroyers, IS fleet sub­ 
marines, 157 coast submarines, 6 mon­ 
itors, 20 gunboats, 4 supply ships, 15 
fuel ships, 4 transports, 3 tenders to 
torpedo vessels, 8 vessels of special 
types and two ammunition ships. This 
would be a navy fitted to our needs 
and worthy of our traditions. 
But armies and instruments of war 
are only part of w*hat has to be con­ 
sidered if we ore to consider the su­ 
preme m atter of national self sufficien­ 
cy nnd security in all its aspects. 
There are other great matters which 
will be thrust upon our attention 
w hether we will or not There is, for 
example, a very pressing question of 
trade and shipping involved in this 
great problem of national adequacy. 
It is necessary for many weighty rea­ 
sons of national efficiency and devel­ 
opment that we should have a great 
merchant marine. The great merchant 
fleet we duce used to make us rich, 
that great body of sturdy sailors who 
used to carry our flag into every sea, 
and who were the pride and often the 
bulwark of the nation, w’e have almost 
driven out of existence by inexcusable 
neglect and indifference and by a hope­ 
lessly blind and provincial policy of 
so called economic protection. 
It is 
high time we repaired our mistake and 
resumed our commercial independence 
on the seas. 
For it is a question of indef>endence. 
If other nations go to w’ar or seek to 
hamper each other’s commerce our 
merchants, it seems, are at their mer­ 
cy to do with as they please. We must 
use their ships and use them as they 
determine. We have not ships enough 
of our own. 
We cannot handle our 
own commerce on the seas. Our inde­ 
pendence is provincial, and is only on 
land and w ithin our own border*. We 
are not likely to be permitted to use 
even the ships of other nations in ri­ 
valry of their own trade and are with­ 
out means to extend our commerce 
even where the doors arc wide open 
and our goods desired. 
Such a situa­ 
tion is not to be endured. It is of capi­ 
tal importance not only that the Unit­ 
ed States should I** its own carrier on 
the seas and enjoy tho economic inde­ 
pendence which only an adequate 
merchant marine would give it, but 
also that the American hemisphere as 
a whole should enjoy a like independ­ 
ence and self sufficiency, if it bs not 
to be drawn into the tangle of Euro­ 
pean affairs. 
Without such independ­ 
ence the whole question of our polit­ 
ical unity and self determination is 
very seriously clouded and complicated 
indeed. 
Moreover, we can develop no true or 
effective American policy without ships 
of our own—not ships of war, but 
ships of peace, carrying goods and car­ 
rying much more: creating friendships 
and rendering indispensable services to 
all interests on this side the w’ater. 
They must move constantly back and 
forth betw een the Americas. They are 
the only shuttles that can weave tho 
delicate* fabijc of sympathy, cprnpre- 


fieiislon, confidence and ^ mutual de­ 
pendent e in which we wish to clothe 
our policy of America for Americans. 
I he task of building up an adequate 
nier« 
marine for America private 
en pi ta I must ultimately undertake and 
achieve, as it has undertaken and 
achieved every other like task among 
us in the past, with admirable enter­ 
prise, intelligence and vigor, and it 
seems to me a manifest dictate of wis­ 
dom that we should promptly remove 
every legal obstacle that may stand In 
the way of this much to be desired re­ 
gnal of our old Independence and 
should facilitate in every possible w’ay 
the building, purchase and American 
registration of ships. But capital can­ 
not accomplish this great task of a 
sudden. 
It must embark upon it by 
degrees, as the opportunities of trade 
develop. 
Something must be done at 
once, done to open routes and develop 
oi»t>ortunities where they are as yet 
undeveloped, done to open the arteries 
of trade where the currents have not 
yet learned to run, especially between 
the two American continents, where 
they are, singularly enough, yet to be 
created and quickened, and it is evi­ 
dent that only the government can un­ 
dertake such beginnings and assume 
the initial financial risks. 
When the 
risk has passed and private capital be­ 
gins to find its way In sufficient abun­ 
dance into these new channels the gov­ 
ernment may withdraw. 
But it can­ 
not omit to begin. It should take the 
first steps, and should take them ai 
once. Our goods must not lie piled up 
at our ports and stored upon side 
tracks in freight cars which are daily 
needed on the roads, must not be left 
without means of transport to any for­ 
eign quarter. We must no 
twait the 
permission of foreign shipt ners and 
foreign governments to send them 
where we will. 
With a view to meeting these press­ 
ing necessities of our commerce and 
availing ourselves at the earliest possi­ 
ble moment of the present unparalleled 
opportunity of linking the two Ameri­ 
cas together in bonds of mutual inter­ 
est and service, an opportunity which 
may never return again if we miss it 
now, proposals w’ili be made to the 
present congress for the purchase or 
construction of ships to be ow’ned and 
directed by the government similar to 
those made to the last congress, but 
modified in some essential particulars. 
I recommend these proposals to you 
for your prompt acceptance with the 
more confidence because every month 
that has elapsed since the former pro­ 
posals were made has made the ne­ 
cessity for such action more and more 
manifestly imperative. That need was 
then foreseen. 
It is now acutely felt 
nnd everywhere realized by those for 
whom trade is waiting, but who can 
find no conveyance for their goods.

am not so much interested in the par­ 
ticulars of the program as I am in 
taking immediate advantage of the 
great opportunity which awaits us if 
W’e will but act in this emergency. In 
this matter, as in all others, a spirit of 
common counsel should prevail, and 
out of it should come an early solu­ 
tion of this pressing problem. 


SHOULD AGREE ON POLICY 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Recommends Early Adoption of M eas­ 
ures Giving Them Fuller Justice. 
There is another m atter which seems 
to me to be very intimately associated 
with the question of national safety 
and preparation for defense. 
That is 
our policy toward the Philippines and 
the people of Porto Rico. 
Our treat­ 
ment of them and their attitude to­ 
ward us are manifestly of the first con­ 
sequence iii the development of our 
duties in the world and in getting a 
free hand to perform those duties. We 
must be free from every unnecessary 
burden or embarrassment, and there 
is no better way to be clear of em­ 
barrassment than to fulfill our prom­ 
ises and promote the interests of those 
dependent on us to the utm ost 
Bills 
for the alteration and reform of the 
government of the Philippines and for 
rendering fuller political justice to the 
people of Forto Rico were submitted 
to the Sixty-third congress. They will 
be submitted also to you. 
I need not 
particularize their details. 
You are 
most of you already familiar with 
them. 
But I do recommend them to 
your early adoption with the sincere 
conviction that there are few measures 
you could adopt which would more 
serviceably clear the way for the great 
policies by which we wish to make 
good, now’ and ahvays, our right to lead 
in enterprises of peace and good will 
and economic and political freedom. 
The plans for the armed forces of 
the nation which I have outlined and 
for the general policy of adequate prep­ 
aration for mobilization and defense 
Involve, of course, very large addition­ 
al expenditures of money, expenditures 
which will considerably exceed the es­ 
timated revenues of the government. 
It Is made my duty by law whenever 
the estimates of expenditure exceed 
the estimates of revenue to call the 
attention of the congress to the fact 
and slickest any means of meeting the 
deficiency that it may be wise or pos­ 
sible for me to suggest 
I am ready 
to believe that it would be my duty to 
do so in any ease, and I feel particu­ 
larly bound to speak of the m atter 
w hen it appears that the deficiency w’ill 
arise directly out of the adoption by 
the congress of measures which I my­ 
self urge it to adopt Allow me there­ 
fore to speak briefly of the present 
state of the. treasury and.yf tb£ fiscal 
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Which \he*vfiext year will 
probably disclose. 
On the 30th of June last there was 
an available balance in the general 
fund of the treasury of $104,170,105.78. 
The total estimated receipts for the 
year 1916, on the assumption that the 
emergency revenue measure passed by 
the last congress will not be extended 
beyond its present limit, the 31st of 
December, 1915, and that the present 
•duty of I cent per pound on sugar will 
be discontinued after the 1st of May. 
1916, will be $670,36o,500. The balance 
of June last and these estimated rev­ 
enues come therefore to a grand total 
of $774,535,605.78. The total estimated 
disbursements for the present fiscal 
year, including twenty-five millions for 
the Panama canal, twelve millions for 
probable deficiency appropriations and 
$50,000 for miscellaneous debt redemp­ 
tions, will be $753,891,000, and the bal­ 
ance in the general fund of the treas­ 
ury will be reduced to $20,644,605.78. 
The emergency revenue act if contin-1 
lied beyond its present time limitation 
would produce during the half year 
then remaining about forty-one mil­ 
lions. 
The duty of I cent per pound 
on sugar if continued would produce 
during the two months of the fiscal 
year remaining after the 1st of May 
about fifteen millions. These two sums, 
amounting together to fifty-six mil­ 
lions, if added to the revenues of the 
second half of the fiscal year would 
yield the treasury at the end of the 
year an available balance of $70,644,- 
605.78. 
The additional revenues required to 
carry out the program of military and 
naval preparation of which I have 
spoken w’ould, as at present estimated, 
he for the fiscal year 1917 $93,800,000. 
Those figures, taken with the figures 
for the present fiscal year which I 
have already given, disclose our finan­ 
cial problem for the year 1917. 
As­ 
suming that the taxes imposed by tho 
emergency revenue act and the pres­ 
ent duty on sugar are to be discontin­ 
ued and that the balance at the close 
of the present fiscal year will be only 
$20,644,605.78, that the disbursements 
for the Panama canal will again be 
about $25,000,000 and that the addi­ 
tional expenditures for the army and 
navy are authorized by the congress, 
the deficit in the general fund of the 
treasury on the SOtli of June, 1917, 
will be nearly $235,000,000. 
To this 
sum at least $50,000,000 should be add­ 
ed to represent a safe working balance 
for the treasury and $12,000,000 to in­ 
clude the usual deficiency estimates in 
1917, and these additions would make 
u. total deficit of some $297,000,000. If 
the present taxes should be continued 
throughout this year and the next, 
however, there would be a balance in 
the treasury of some $76,500,000 at 
the end of the present fiscal year and 
a deficit at the end of the next year of 
only some $50,000,000, or, reckoning ii 
$62,000,000 for deficiency appropre 
tions and a safe treasury balance i 
the end of the year, a total deficit ( 
some $112,000,000. 
The obvious morn*1 
of the figures is that it is a plain coun­ 
sel of prudence to continue ail of tile 
present taxes or their equivalents and 
confine ourselves to the problem of 
providing $112,000,000 of new revenue! 
rather than $297,000,000. 
How shall we obtain the new rev­ 
enue? 
We are frequently reminded 
that there are many millions of bonds 
which the treasury is authorized under 
existing law to sell to reimburse the 
sums paid out of current revenues for 
the construction of the Panama canal, 
and it is true that bonds for the 
amount of $222,432,000 are now avail­ 
able for that purpose. 
Prior to 1913 
$138,000,000 of these bonds had ic-- 
tually been sold to recoup the expendi­ 
tures at the isthmus, and now con­ 
stitute a considerable item of the pub­ 
lic debt. But I for one do not believe 
that the people of this country approve 
of postponing the payment of their 
bills. Borrow ing money is shortsight­ 
ed finance. 
It can be justified only 
when permanent things are to be ac­ 
complished which many generations 
will certainly benefit by and which it 
seems hardly fair that a single genera­ 
tion should pay for. 
The objects we 
are now proposing to spend money for 
cannot be so classified, except in the 
sense that everything wisely done may 
be said to be done in the interest of 
posterity as well as in our own. 
It 
seems to me a clear dictate of pru­ 
dent statesmanship and frank finance 
that in what we are now, I hope, about 
to undertake we should pay as we go. 
The people of the country are entitled 
to know just what burdens of taxation 
they are to carry and to know from 
the outset now. The new bills should 
be paid by internal taxation. 
To what sources, then, shall we 
turn? This is so peculiarly a question 
which the gentlemen of the house of 
representatives are expected under the 
constitution to propose an answer to 
that you will hardly expect me to d 
more than discuss it in very genera 
terms. We should be following an a 
most universal example of moder, 
governments if we were to draw the 
greater part or even the whole of the 
revenues we need from the income 
taxes. By somewhat lowering the pres­ 
ent limits of exemption and the figure 
at which the surtax shall begin to be 
imposed and by increasing, step by step, 
throughout the present graduation the 
surtax itself, the income taxes as at 
present apportioned w’ould yield sums 
sufficient to balance the books of tho 
treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
1917 without anywhere making the 
burdeq ..unreasonably or oppressively

SHOULD BE CRUSHED. 


Gravest 
D an ge r 
to 
Country 
Com es 
From W ith in O ur Own Borders. 
I have spoken to you today, gentle­ 
men, upon a single theme, the thor­ 
ough preparation of the nation to care 
for its own security and tq, m ake sure 
of entire freedom to play the im par­ 
tial role in this hemisphere and in the 
world which we all believe to haye 
been providentially assigned to it. 
I 
have had in my m ind no thought of 
any Immediate or particular danger 
arising out of our relations wdth other 
nations. 
We are a t peace with all the 
nations of the w’orld, and there Is rea 
son to hope th at no question In con 
troversy betw een this and other gov­ 
ernm ents 
will 
lead 
to any 
serious 
breach of amicable relations, grave as 
gome differences of attitude and p<picy 
have been and may yet turn out to be. 
I am sorry to say th at the gravest 
threats against our national peace and 
safety have been uttered w ithin our 
own borders. There are citizens of the 
United States, I blush to adm it, born 
under other flags, but welcomed under 
our generous naturalization law s to the 
full freedom and opportunity of A m er­ 
ica, who have poured the poison of dis­ 
loyalty into the very arteries of our 
national life, who have sought to bring 
the authority and good nam e of our 
government into contempt, to destroy 
our Industries wherever they thought 
It effective for their vindictive pur­ 
poses to strike at them and to debase 
our politics to the uses of foreign in­ 
trigue. 
Their num ber is not great as 
compared with the W’hole num ber of 
those sturdy hosts by which our na 
Hon has been enriched in recent gen 
erations out of virile foreign stocks, 
but it is great enough to have brought 
deep disgrace upon us and to have 
made it necessary th a t w e should 
promptly m ake use of processes of law 
by which we may be purged of their 
corrupt distempers. 
America never w itnessed anything 
like this before. 
I t never dream ed it 
possible th a t men sw’orn into its own 
citizenship, men d ra w n out of great 
free stocks such as supplied some of 
the best and strongest elem ents of that 
little, but howT heroic, nation th a t in a 
high day of old staked its very life to 
free itself from every entanglement 
that had darkened the fortunes of the 
older nations a n d set up a new stand 
ard here—th a t m en of such origins and 
such free choices of allegiance would 
ever tu rn in m align reaction against 
the governm ent an d people who had 
welcomed and n u rtu red them and seek 
to make this proud country once more 
* 
hotbed of E uropean passion. 
A lit* 
e while ago such a thing would have 
seemed incredible. 
Because it was in 
credible we m ade no preparation for 
I t 
W e 
would 
have 
been 
almost 
asham ed to prepare for it, as if we 
were suspicious of ourselves, our own 
comrades and neighbors! 
B ut the ugly 
and incredible thing h as actually come 
about, and we are w itho ut adequate 
federal law s to deal w ith it. 
I urge 
you to enact such laws a t the earliest 
possible m om ent and feel th a t in doing 
so I am urging you to do nothing less 
than save the honor and self respect 
of the nation. ‘ Such creatures of pas 
Bion, disloyalty and anarchy m ust be 
crushed o u t 
They are not many, but 
they*are Infinitely m a lig n a n t and the 
hand of our pow er should close over 
them at once. They have formed plots 
to destroy property, they have entered 
Into conspiracies ag ainst 
neutrality 
of the government, they have sought 
to pry into every confidential trans­ 
action of the governm ent in order to 
serve interests allen to our own. 
It is 
possible to deal w ith these things very 
effectually. 
I need not suggest tile 
terms in which they m ay be dealt with. 
I wish th a t it could be said that only 
a few men, misled by m istaken senti­ 
ments of allegiance to the governments 
under which they w ere born, had been 
guilty of disturbing the self possession 
and m isrepresenting the temper and 
principles of the country during these 
days of terrible w ar, w hen it would 
seem th at every m an w ho was truly an 
American w ould instinctively m ake it 
his duty and his pride to keep the 
scales of judgm ent even and pro\ e him­ 
self a partisan of no nation but his 
own. 
But it cannot- 
T h ere are some 
men among us and 
m any resident 
abroad who, though born and bred iu 
the United States and calling them ­ 
selves Americans, have so forgotten 
themselves and their honor as citizens 
as to put their passionate sym pathy

of the discredit they are daily bringing 
upon us. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


SHOULD BE CONSERVED. 


Further 
Rural 
Credit# 
Advisable. 
Transportation a Problem. 


W hile we speak of the preparation of 
the nation to make sure of her securi­ 
ty and her effective power we m ust 
not fall into the patent error of su p­ 
posing th a t her real strength comes 
from arm am ents and mere safeguards 
of w ritten law. 
It comes, of course, 
from her people, their energy, their 
success in their undertakings, their 
free opportunity to use the natural 
resources of our great home land and 
of the lands outside our continental 
borders which look to us for protec­ 
tion, for encouragement and for assist­ 
ance iu their development; from the 
organization and freedom and vitality 
of our economic life. 
The domestic 
questions which engaged the attention 
of the last congress are more vital to 
the nation in this its time of test than 
at any other time. 
W e cannot ade­ 
quately make ready for any trial of 
our strength unless we wisely and 
promptly direct the force of our laws 
into these all im portant fields of domes­ 
tic action. 
A m atter which It seems 
to me we should have very much at 
heart is the creation of the right in­ 
strumentalities by which to mobilize 
our economic resources in any time of 
national necessity. I take it for grant­ 
ed th a t I do not need your authority 
to call into system atic consultation 
with the directing officers of the arm y 
and navy men of recognized leadership 
and ability from among our citizens 
who are thoroughly familiar, for ex­ 
ample, with the transportation facili­ 
ties of the country and therefore com­ 
petent to advise how they may be co­ 
ordinated when the need arises, those 
who can suggest the best way in w hich 
to bring about prom pt co-operation 
among the m anufacturers of the coun­ 
try, should it be necessary, and those 
w ho could assist to bring the technical 
skill of the country to the aid of the 
government in the solution of particu­ 
lar problems of defense. 
I only hope 
th at if I should find it feasible to con­ 
stitute such an advisory body the con­ 
gress would be willing to vote the 
small sum of money th at would be 
needed to defray the expenses th at 
would probably be necessary to give It 
the clerical and adm inistrative m a­ 
chinery w ith which to do serviceable 
work. 


MOBILIZE INDUSTRIES 
OF THIS COUNTRY. 


Many Conditions Are Being Altered 
From Decade to Decade. 
W h at is more im portant is that the 
industries and resources of the country 
should be available and ready for 
mobilization. 
I t is the more impera­ 
tively necessary, therefore, that we 
should promptly devise m eans for do­ 
ing w hat we have not yet done—that 
we should give intelligent federal aid 
and stim ulation to industrial and voca­ 
tional education, a s w e have long done 
in the largo field of our agricultural 
industry; th a t a t the sam e time that 
we safeguard and conserve the natural 
resources of the country we should 
put them a t the disposal of those who 
will use them promptly and intelli­ 
gently, as w as sought to be done in 
the adm irable bills submitted to the 
last congress from its committees on 
the public lands, bills wrhich I earnest­ 
ly recommend in principle to your con­ 
sideration; th a t we should p u t into 
early 
operation some provision 
for 
rural credits which will add to the ex­ 
tensive borrowing facilities already 
afforded the farm er by the reserve 
hank act adequate instrum entalities 
by w hich long credits m ay be obtained 
on land mortgages and th a t w e should 
study more carefully than they have 
hitherto been studied the right adapta­ 
tion of our economic arrangem ents to 
changing conditions. 
Many conditions about which we 
have repeatedly legislated are being 
altered from decade, do decade, it is 
evident, under our very eyes and are 
likely to change even m ore rapidly 
and more radically in the days im m e­ 
diately ahead of us w hen peace has 
returned to the world and th e nations 
of Europe once more take up their 
tasks of commerce a n d Industry with 
the energy of those who m ust bestir 
themselves to build anew . 
J u st wdiat 
these changes will be no one can cer­ 
tainly foresee or confidently predict. 
There are no calculable, because no 
stable, elem ents in th e problem. 
The 
most we can do is to m ake certain 
that we have the necessary instruimm- 
talities of inform ation constantly at 
our service so th a t w e may be sure 
that we know exactly w hat we are 
dealing w ith w hen w e come to act, if 
It should be necessary to act e t all. 
We m u st first certainly know w hat it 
is th a t w e are seeking to adapt our­ 
selves to. 
I m ay ask the privilege of 
addressing you m ore a t length on this 
im portant m atter a little later In your 
session. 
• 
REGULATIONS TO MEET 
RAILROAD PROBLEM. 


Needed to Make Line* More Useful 
Servants of Country. 
In tho m eantim e m ay I m ake this 
suggestion? 
The transportation prob­ 
lem 
is an exceedingly serious and 
pressing one in this country. 
There 
has from tim e to tim e of late been rea­ 
son to fear th a t our railroads would 
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and co-ordinated. 
I suggest that if 
would be wise to provide for a com­ 
mission of inquiry to ascertain by a 
thorough canvass of the whole ques­ 
tion w hether our laws aa ut present 
fram ed aud administered are as serv 
Iceable as they might be in the solu­ 
tion of the problem. 
It Is obviously 
a problem th a t lies at the very foun­ 
dation of our efficiency as a people 
Such an inquiry ought to draw out 
every circumstance and opinion w’orth 
considering, and we need to know 
all sides of the m atter if we mean to 
do anything in the field of federal leg 
islation. 
No one, I am sifre, would wish to 
take any backw ard step. 
The regula­ 
tion of the railw ays of the country by 
federal commission has had admirable 
results and 
has 
fully justified the 
hopes and expectations of those by 
whom the policy of regulation was 
originally proposed. 
The question is 
not. W hat should we undo? 
It is 
whether there is anything else we can 
do that would supply us with effective 
means, in tho very process of regu 
latiou, for bettering the conditions un­ 
der which the railroads are operated 
and for making them more useful serv­ 
ants of the country as a whole. 
It 
seems to me th at It might be the part 
of wisdom, therefore, before further 
legislation in 'h is field is attempted. 
to look at the whole problem of co-or 
dilation and efficiency iu the full light 
of a fresh assessm ent of circumstance 
and opinion, as a guide to dealing with 
the several parts of it. 
For w’bat we are seeking now, what 
in my mind is the single thought of 
this message, is national efficiency and 
security. 
We serve a great nation 
We should serve it In the spirit of its 
peculiar genius. 
It is the genius of 
common men for self government, in 
dustry. justice, liberty and peace. 
We 
should see to it th at it lacks no in­ 
strum ent. no facility or vigor of law, 
to make it sufficient to play Its part 
with energy, safety and assured suc­ 
cess. 
In this we are no partisans but 
heralds and prophets of a new age.

And then 
any m an with a spark of sympathy is 
kept busy swallowing a lump in his 
throat, seeking meanwhile with diffi­ 
culty to be “B ritish” in his calmness. 
The 
station 
presents 
the 
usual 
sights; some travelers 
hurrying 
as 
though life was a m atter of seconds, 
others worrying 
the 
officials 
with 
questions, while porters 
run 
hither 
and thither, w atching for suitcases to 
carry, with the expectation 
of 
the 
usual “tuppenny” tip. 
The soldiers 
who are going to the “far-flung battle 
line” stand in groups with their fami­ 
lies and you would imagine them to 
be starting on a holiday. 
They chat 
with 
an 
assum ed cheerfulness, and 
their wives and swTeethearts respond 
bravely . Then the guard waves the 
flag, the w histle blows, 
the 
engine 
toots and the long corridor train slowr- 
lv steam s out of the station and is 
soon lost in the distance. 
And then the scene changes, for the 
train has gone. 
The smiling wife has 
become a sobbing, lonely woman. The 
lips 
of 
the 
children commence to 
pucker, and you hear a wail for “Dad­ 
dy.” 
And somehow the sun does not 
seem so bright, and 
everything 
as­ 
sumes a dullish gray. 
A 
sense 
of 
Christian duty prompts you to move 
among those left behind, passing from 
one group to another, dropping w hat 
little comfort you can. 
Women of Lancashire. 
H ere is a group of women from the 
poorer homes. 
Their heads are cov­ 
ered with shawls which 
have 
been 


hastily throw n over their hair as they 
have come to “give Jack a good send­ 
off.” 
The round faced, rosy children 
accompanying 
them 
w ear 
“clogs,” 
which remind one of the wooden shoes 
of Holland. 
These women are rough, 
strong, big-hearted souls 
and 
their 
conversation is in that peculiar Lan­ 
cashire dialect . “One of my lads was 
kilt in France and he’d only been in’t 
trenches a week, and he’s left a w’ife 
and two childer,” says one. 
“Our Bill 
got wounded in’t Dardanelles,” adds 
another, while a third tells of her boy 
in a German prison camp to whom she 
sends a weekly box of cakes, jams, 
chocolates, etc., and she waxes w arm 
over the news that many of these par­ 
cels fail to reach him. 
There is another chorus of weeping 
and a strong masculine type of woman 
shouts in a deep tone: 
“I’d like to 
have about twenty minutes w ith Kai­ 
ser Bill. 
I'd settle this w ar.” 
And 
as I look at the strong arm s and de­ 
term ined jaw I wonder if I ought to 
write to his imperial 
majesty, 
the 
em peror of Germany, K aiser Wilhelm 
the Second, and warn him to beware 
of a determ ined woman whose head 
is covered with a shawl and who was 
last seen at a railway station in E ng­ 
land “after the train had gone.” 
H ere comes a clergyman 
and

talk about the duration of the war. 
News is exchanged concerning events 
from various parts of the w ar zone. 
H appenings in Turkey, India, Africa 
and Europe are discussed.

No, indeed, for you soon 
realize'that this man, who is the spir­ 
itual father of a country parish, would 
give seven sons did he possess them, 
and a look into the near future reveals 
a white-haired clergyman telling with 
sorrowful pride of how his son brave­ 
ly did his “little bit” for the empire. 
But the train bearing his 
son 
has 
gone and the tragedy of it is that it 
will never return. 
Tragedy at Home. 
It is a pathetic account which comes 
from th at little group 
th at 
stands 
apart. 
They are waiting for the train 
w hich will bring the father of the two 
children from the trenches in France. 
No! he is not wounded in body, but a 
bullet of sorrow has entered his soul. 
His wife was walking along the sea 
front on the eastern coast with one 
child in her arms, another 
by 
her 
side, two other children following be­ 


hind with their grandm other. Sudden- 


tbe roar of cannon is heard and ene­ 
my cruisers are busy bombarding a 
fashionable English 
w atering 
place. 
The grandm other with the tw'o chil­ 
dren 
escape, 
but the soldier’s wife 
with tw*o babes are instantly killed. 
And this little group is now waiting 
for the father, who comes too late for 
the triple funeral. 
An elderly couple has 
just 
bade 
their son “God speed,” and you cross 
the platform to them. 
Their story is 
a common one. 
Or, rather, it is the 
usual story of an unusual boy. 
He 
graduated from the university, won a 
five-year 
traveling 
fellowship, 
two 
years in Germany and three years in 
Hie United States of America. 
He 
was in France when the w ar broke 
out, but came home and enlisted as a 
private. 
They have given him a com­ 
mission, however, because of his qual 
ities of leadership, and he is now' go­ 
ing to the front as an officer. 
The 
parents smile through their tears and 
then they go, but somehow they seem 
older and more bent than when they 
entered the station, 
and 
as 
they 
slowly hail a cab you rem em ber that 
the train has gone, and it ha3 gone 
bearing a fine specim en of healthy 
C hristian manhood who will take his 
place at the head of his men and do 
his duty w ithout flinching. 
Grim Humor. 
But there are stories which have in 
them a grim sense of humor. 
There 
is a home within w alking distance of 
the station in w hich a w asherw om an 
lives with her six children . The lazy 
husband has spent all his money in 
drink, and she has never been sup 
ported from the day of her m arriage 
until now'. 
Life has been 
a 
hard 
rough, experience, and her only re­ 
w ard—the bruises m ade by her hus­ 
band’s fists. She has w ashed six days 
a 
week 
and thus fed herself and 
children. 
But now' 
her 
m an 
has 
“listed,” and he comes home with the 
king’s shilling and tells 
the 
news. 
This is her actual reply: 
“Well, Bill, 
I’m proud of thee . I am indeed. And 
a r’t to goin’ aw ay? 
Well, I’ve saved 
thirty shillings. 
It’s all I 
’ave 
in’t 
world. 
And thee shall ’ave it. 
Hold 
out both thy hands. 
T h ere’s fifteen 
bob in one hand, and th a t’s for thee. 
And here’s fifteen bob 
in ’t 
’tother 
hand and thee m ust ta k ’ that and give 
it to the fust German 
soldier 
thee 
sees and tell 'im to shoot thee.” And 
the train has gone and the useless 
drunkard is being disciplined into a 
useful soldier of the king. 
An Army of the Best. 
But such stories are rare. The train 
which has ju st gone carries a load of 


England’s best young manhood. 
They 


represent the brainiest arm y that ever 


fought under the Union Jack. 
The 


best families have 
done 
their 
full 


share, and some say more than their 


share. And they will do still more, for 


their thought was expressed by a no­ 


ble 
m other 
as follows: 
“ We shall 


have to see this thing through to the 
end, w hatever it costs, for 
we 
are 
lighting that our children and grand­ 
children may have peace.” 
God grant that they may have peace 
is the prayer which arises in one’s 
heart as he turns away from the sta­ 
tion, and there steals into the soul a 
sense of gratitude to God for the priv­ 
ilege of being a m inister in war time. 
For those sorrowful groups 
on 
the 
railway platform there is no comfort 
like that which springs from the gos­ 
pel of our Lord. 
W ar is horrible. 
It 
blights hum an lives everyw here, but 
how' much more horrible it would be 
without the “balm of Gilead.” 
And to 
m inister in C hrist’s name to sad and 
sorrowful souls who are left at the 
station after the train has gone—this 


is one of life’s suprem e satisfactions.

“Mrs. Price was tho daughter of 
David H. Fridley, a m em ber of one 
of the oldest Minneapolis families,” 
Etchison is reported to have said in 
his confession, “and the day she got 
her money Price and I went out to 
the matinee. 
We returned to Price’s 
home and Price suggested an auto­ 
mobile ride. 
“Mrs. Price stepped into the rear 
seat with her dog and Price and I 
occupied the front seat. Price stopped 
the car near a steep em bankm ent. He 
m uttered som ething about tire trou­ 
ble and asked his wife if she did not 
w ant to take the dog out of the car 
and give him some exercise. 
As she 
stepped out, he put one arm in front 
of her and I put one arm in front of 
her and we gave her a 
fling

Price picked up the 
dog and threw it after his wife.”

His first wife died in Ohio, and his 
second m arriage was celebrated in Se­ 
dalia in 1893, his bride at th at time 
being 
Miss 
Mary 
Frank, of Cole 
Camp, w'ho is, as far as is knowm, his 
only living near relative. 
Captain B aker on coming to Sedalia 
ran for several years as a conductor 
on the Middle division of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, and later retired from 
the road and engaged in the poultry, 
vegetable and fish business on South 
Ohio avenue, w'here the Peter Hoff­ 
man hardw are store is now' located. 
Later he established his business in 
the m arket house. 
In earlier days he was chief of tho 
Sedalia volunteer fire departm ent for 
a term of years and served ably in 
that capacity. 
Since coming to Sedalia 
he 
had 
been a close friend to Peter Pehl, and 
in his last illness, resulting in death, 
Mr. Pehl defrayed the expense neces­ 
sary for his receiving treatm ent for 
several weeks at the Skin and Can­ 
cer hospital in St. Louis, from w'hich 
place he returned to his home here 
less than three W'eeks ago. 
Although a m em ber of no church 
or lodge, Captain Baker was consid­ 
ered an honorable man, and one W'ho 
num bered among his friends all who 
knew him.

IS IMPORTANT PART OF SCHOOL LUNCH 


Miss Bab Bell, of the University of 
Missouri, Gives Some Inform a­ 
tion of Interest to Demo­ 
crat Subscribers. 


W e ll prepared sandwiches 
should 
form 
an 
im portant 
part 
of 
every 
school lunch. 
They 
are easily made 
and should be 
very 
wholesome and 
palatable. V ariety is the spice of life 
here as elsewhere and there should be 
at least two kinds of sandwiches in 
each lunch. 
The 
number and kind 
m ay be varied from day to day. 
Cut the bread for sandwiches into 
thin slices of uniform thickness with 
a sharp knife, and spread the but 
ter evenly over both slices of bread 
in order to keep 
it 
moist and pre­ 
vent any fruit 
filling 
that 
m ay be 
used from 
making 
the 
sandwiches 
soggy and indigestible. 
Sandwiches 
made several hours before 
they are 
to be eaten should be wrapped in a 
moist cloth and kept in a cool place, 
or wrapped in wax paper 
to prevent 
them from drying or absorbing odor. 
In giving these directions for m ak­ 
ing sandwiches, Miss Bab Bell, of the 
U n iversity of Missouri, college of ag­ 
riculture, says little about meat sand 
Wickes, because most people are fa­ 
m iliar with the ordinary ham sand­ 
wich, and in m any cases such meat 
substitutes as peanut butter, eggs or 
cheese should be used instead of the 
more expensive meats. 
Follow ing are some 
sandwich m a­ 
terials: 
Bread and butter— Cut the bread in 
thing slices. Spread the butter evenly 
on both slices and press together. 
Lettuce— M ake a bread and butter 
sandwich and place 
a 
leaf of crisp 
lettuce, thoroughly washed and dried, 
between the two slices. 
Put 
a tea­ 
spoonful of 
mavonaise 
dressing on 
the lettuce leaf. 
Nuts— Make 
a 
lettuce 
sandwich, 
spread one side with 
nuts, chopped 
fine and mixed with good dressing. 
Chicken— Chop cold, boiled chicken 
and moisten 
with 
mavonaise dress­ 
ing. Spread between bread. 
Add a 
lettuce leaf. 
Eg g — Chop the w'hite of hard boil­ 
ed eggs very fine. Mix the yolk with 
mayonaise dressing and season with 
pepper and salt. Add the whites and 
spread between bread. Lettuce may 
be used also. 
Dates— Make a 
filling 
of one-half 
cup of stoned dates, one-half cup of 
sweet cream ; spread between slices 
of buttered bread. 
Pim ento and cheese— Make a filling 
of one-half cup of cream ehesse 
and 
one-fourth cup 
of 
chopped pimento, 
two tablespoonfuls of salad dressing, 
salt and pepper. 
Spread 
on butter 
evenly. Pottage cheese m ay be used 
od the pimento may he left out. 
Peanut butter— Peanuts ground and 
mixed with a salad dressing make an 
excelleni 
filling. 
The 
commercial 
peanut butter 
may 
also 
be 
used. 
Spread 
evenly 
between 
buttered 
bread. A erk-p lettuce leaf 
adds 
to 
the attractiveness of this sandwich.

Fanners and 
fruit-growers 
often 


wish to order more appletrees of the 


variety that has given good results 


in tho enighborhood. 
lf they do not 


know' the name, it is w'ell to send half 
a dozen of the apples to the depart­ 
ment of horticulture, of the U niver­ 
sity of Missouri at Columbai, to be 
identified. 
Not less than half a doz­ 
en should be sent, as no one apple 
could possibly show* the range in col­ 
or and size as half a dozen w ill, if 
they are 
properly 
selected. 
They 
should include the apples of medium 
siz e and the larger apples also, and 
should represent the variations in col­ 
or and shape which are usually found 


on the tree. 
There are seedling apples which 
have no names, and which cannot be 
secured from nurseries. 
The farm ­ 
er who happens to have grown such 
a tree from seed cannot, therefore, 
order it from a n y agent, but can only 
secure other trees like it by top work­ 
ing. budding, or by getting someone 
cise to do this work for him 
If the 
College of Agriculture happens to be 
holding a movable school of Agrciul 
lure and Home Economics 
in

vicinity, this work may be done 
him by 
Mr. F. W . Faiirot, of 
Agricultural Extension Service.

“ It is a know'n fact that the Jew s 
are persecuted more than any other 
people. 
An effort is made to prevent 
them from succeeding in business; an 
effort is made to have them looked 
down upon by the public, to starve 
them out, as it were.

“ The B ’nai Brith was founded in 
New' Y o rk seventy years ago by the 
poorest of immigrants, who nowr are 
ranked among the founders and man­ 
agers of some of the greatest institu­ 
tions in the country.” 
In speaking of the conditions of the 
Jew ish people in Russia and Rouma- 
nia, Mr. Furth said: 
“ The treatment 
of the Jew ish people in those two 
countries is worse than in all the rest 
of the w'orld combined.” 
As a method to induce these coun­

their slaughters, Mr. 
Furth said that at the meeting of the 
executive committee, to be held in 
Washington next month, 
the 
matter 
wrould 
be 
discussed with President 
W ilson and Secretary Lansing. 
“ When the w ar is over in Europe,” 
said Mr. Furth, “ we w ill have repre­ 
sentatives present at the conference 
of the nations, and w ill then endea­ 
vor to obtain some relief for the Je w ­ 
ish people in the countries where they 
are now looked down upon.” 
Mr. Furth spoke before the ladies 
of Sorosis Monday afternoon.

McCullough sentenced six of his fel- 
low-prisoners to death in the Ander­ 
sonville stockade and personally as­ 
sisted in carrying out the sentence. 
The Union soldiers 
were 
charged 
with being ringleaders in raids when 
they stole the scanty rations of other 
prisoners, their valuables, and, as M c­ 
Cullough expressed it, “ They took our 
lives wrhen they took our grub.” 


McCullough 
recently 
related 
to 
friends here the story of the hanging, 
as follow's: 


“ The gang was know'll as ‘the raid­ 
ers,’ and they had everything their 
w'ay for nearly 
three 
months. 
W e 
sent a petition to the prison authori­ 
ties and requested relief. 
They grant­ 
ed our request and sent in a body of 
armed men, to whom we pointed out 
the raiders. 
In three hours we had 
rounded up 200 men who w'ere identi­ 
fied with all kinds of villainy. 
They 
were marched outside the stockade 
that they might receive a fair trial. 
In fact, the raiders begged to be taken 
out for fear of violence, as there were 
35,000 prisoners in the stockade. 
“ The stockade was in command of 
Capt. Henry W irz, a Swiss, who per­ 
mitted us to organize a court, elect a 
judge and impanel a jury to try our 
prisoners. 
“ I was elected judge of that court, 
and the first day I tried fully IOO men 
for petty misdemeanors. 
The raiders 
soon saw we meant business and, like 
men of today, they wanted immunity. 
In a short time we had the ringlead­ 
ers spotted and their trial wras last. 
“ The trial lasted two days and final­ 
ly the six raiders wrere lound guilty 
of ‘murder* or such crimes that made 
their presence among us intolerable. 
They w'ere sentenced to death. 
“ W e informed Gen. W inder of our 
intentions to carry out the death sen­ 
tence, and, like Pilate, be whished his 
hands of the affair and declined to 
take official notice of it. * 
“ Father Hamilton, a priest, who vis­ 
ited us often, was called to adm inis­ 
ter the last rites to the dying. 
The 
condemned men even then thought 
tho wrhole thing a hoax concocted to 
frighten them, and they refused to be­ 
lieve we were in earnest until they 
w ere brought w ithin sight of the scaf­ 
fold. 
“ W e had everything ready and the 
nooses were quickly adjusted. 
W e 
had no trapdoors, but a man was sta­ 
tioned behind each prisoner, and at 
the w'ord we gave each man a shove. 
The drop was six feet. 
“ The hanging broke up raiding. W e 
formed a league among the better 
class of prisoners and were allowed 
to punish all offenders in the stock­ 


ade.”
